ELSINGFORS, Nov. 13. — 
Finnish - Soviet negotia- 
tions have “definitely ended” 
without agreement and the 
Finnish delegation to the 
Kremlin will return to Hel- 
singfors tonight, Foreign 
Minister J. E. Errko announc- 
ed today. 

The announced recall of the 
Finnish delegation ended nezotia- 
tions, for the time at least, on Rus- 
sian territorial demands on Fin- 
land after a new outburst of anti- | 
Finnish attacks by the Soviet 
press. 

Finns believed that Russia would 
not dare invade this country and 
that therefore, they had won the 
initial victory because negotiations 
were being “indefinitely interrupt- 
ed” and Finland was still intact. 

The price of a stalemate would be 
that Finland would have to main- 
tuin its costly mobilization as a safe- 
guard, but Foreign Minister Eljas 
Erkko said it was ready to do so. He 
said Finland had gone the “ultimate 
limit” in making concessions to Rus- 
sia and could not keep sending mis- 
sions back and forth to negotiate. 
The negotiators already have made 
three trips to Moscow.

Before he scooted from the beer cellar 
and escaped the bomb supposedly meant 
for him, Herr Hitler dismissed the truce 
proposal of Queen Wilhelmina and King 
Leopold in curt terms. He cited the speech 
of Lord Halifax, made before the truce was 
proposed, as proof that “England doesn’t 
want peace,” and said he had “nothing to 
add.” 

Which means Herr Hitler has no inten- 
tion of clearing the way to peace by step- 
ping aside and letting some one in whom 
the Allies could have confidence open 
negotiations with them. No one knows 
better that with him they will not treat. 
No one knows better that they would halt 
the fighting to talk peace with any repre- 
sentative German whose word could be 
believed. But Hitler is not the man, it 
seems, to forego his lust for power in order 
to save his people and those of the Allied 
countries from all that war involves. 

Neither humanity nor patriotism have 
any place in the working code of the ego- 
maniac who has made himself master of 
the Reich. He would rather ruin Germany 
than stand aside and let some one else save | 
it. No wonder if some of his disillusioned 
followers tried to blow him to pieces. 


Echoes From the Munich Blast 


When he was told someone had 
bombed the Nazi beer-cellar shrine at 
Munich, Herr Hitler’s instinctive response 
was “A fellow has to have luck’. That 
he had escaped was the all important 
thing; that seven or eight other persons 
had been killed and three score wounded 
was a minor matter to him. The reaction 
was characteristic. ‘‘Mineself’—and the 
rest of Germany's population—is the Hit- 


ler classification. 

At Washington, Secretary of State 
Hull said he wanted to know the facts be- 
fore he decided whether to congratulate 
the Fuehrer. Remembering the staged 
burning of the Reichstag building, Mr. Hull 
evidently took account of the possibility 
that the Munich “attempt” was a fake, 
arranged by the party high-ups to embit- 
ter public feeling against alleged foreign 
platters; or to provide excuse for another 
pogrom against the Jews in Germany. Pos- 
sibly it even occurred to the astute Secre- 
tary that Herr Hitler might have engin- 
eered the bombing himself, either to get 
rid of some disaffected lieutenants or for 
propaganda purposes, since he skipped out 
ahead of schedule. To suspect so does no 
injustice to the director of the bloody 
“purge”. 

While the kept press of the party con- 
tinued to tell its readers England and the 
Jews were to blame, the Munich police 
entertained no such far-fetched tale. They 
started a general round-up of local crim- 
inals, and known non-Nazis. So far as re- 
ported they did not gather in any of the 
famed Gestapo, who obviously either fail- 
ed to properly inspect the premises and 
search those attending, or planted the 
bomb themselves. | 

Meanwhile in Berlin somebody heaved | 
a brick through the window of Adolf’s 
official photographer, aiming at a picture 
of the Fuehrer displayed therein. Who- 
ever did it took his life in his hands, which 
raises the incident from a misdemeanor to | 
the status of a demonstration of very posi- 
tive hatred. 

The unofficial and unstated reaction 
abroad—and in millions of German minds | 
be that had the bomb been 
better timed, or the Fuehrer talked for 
ten minutes longer, the war might have 
ended with that one blast. For there is

Canada's Red Cross 


When a river overflows and inundates 
a section of country, driving people from 
their homes, or when any other major dis- 
aster occurs, the call at once goes out for | 
Red Cross workers to get on the scene, 
distribute supplies, care for the injured, | 
and render such other help as the circum- 
stances may require. This is true not only 
in Canada, but in any of 65 countries in 
which this organization exists, with a total 
enrollment of 15,000,000 adult members, 

The Canadian branch of the organiza- 
tion is Canadian in origin, directed by 


Canadians, serves Canadians in need, and 
depends upon the voluntary contributions 
of Canadians for the revenues with which 
to carry on its work. 

When Canada entered the present war 
the Red Cross automatically became the 
auxiliary of the Army Medical Corps, As 
such it is the organization through which 
requests for supplies, materials and assist- 
ance will be directed by the Corps which 
cares for the sick and wounded of the 
national forces. The coming of war thus 
immediately extended the field of the 
society to any area in which Canada’s 
soldiers or sailors may serve, and corre- 
spondingly increased its responsibilities. 

What these new services will be is sug- 
gested by the part the Red Cross played in 
the former great war. It built and 
equipped hospitals oversea in co-operation 
with the Army Medical Corps; provided 
recreation rooms and gymnasia at hospi- 
tals in Britain and France; gave emergency 
and extra supplies to Canadian hospitals; 
sent food parcels to Canadians who were 
prisoners of war; built rest homes for war 
nurses; provided ambulances for the car- 
riage of wounded men in France and Eng- 
land; arranged for the exchange of prison- 
ers of war through its international office. 
To carry on these and numerous other 
activities, the Canadian branch collected 
—and had to collect—$35,000,000 in cash 
and goods from Canadian contributors. 

Whether the war work of the Red Cross 
in the present war will be less, or more, 
than in the previous one cannot now be 
known. That will depend upon the num- 
bers of men engaged, the areas of conflict, 
and the duration of the war. The work 
done will be limited only by the extent of 
the need and the resources placed at the 
disposal of the organization. 

And in addition, it must be remem- 
bered, the Red Cross work in Canada, 
among soldier dependents, and on behalf 
of others who may require help, must go 
on. 

For all these services, however extend- 
ed they may be and however long the need 
may continue, the Red Cross must depend 
upon voluntary contributions by the people 
of Canada. So far as the ideal is possible 
of attainment, every Canadian home should 
be a source of revenue for this vital organ- 
ization, and every Canadian earner a 
willing and generous contributor to its 
funds. 


Men who try to enlist in the fighting 
forces but are rejected for physical or 
other reasons may be given badges indi- 
cating that they have offered their ser- 
vices, under a plan now being considered 
at Ottawa. It is to be hoped the proposal 
will be adopted. While it is highly inad- 
visable to encourage anything resembling 
the “white feather” business of the former 
war, or to in any way challenge a man’s 
right to choose his own course under a 
voluntary enlistment system, it is only 
fair that those who want to enlist but can- 
not should be given an official badge at- 
testing the facts.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8S. COWPER 


I don’t want to add to the grief of the north- 
ern prospectors who search for gold, but it looks 
as if, before many years are over, they too will 
find their occupation gone. A mammoth “atom 
gun” or cyclotron, is to be built upon a hill in 
California, that will be able to manufacture gold 

from base metals at a cheap 
BAD NEWS FOR rate, and turn common salt and 
PROSPECTORS other cheap materials into pre- 

cious radium. When it is in 
operation this cyclotron will reveal many of the 
as-yet hidden laws of physical life, in addition to 
giving modern man the long-sought philosopher's 
stone for the transmutation of base materials into 
the symbols of wealth. 

As this new entry into the Olympus of the 
material world will in time turn the world up- 
side-down—or right side up, perhaps—a little 
more knowledge of it is called for. 

The inventor of this marvellous machine is 
Professor Ernest O. Lawrence of the University 
of California. He has made two machines of 
smaller dimensions and powers for the purpose 
of splitting atoms. The principal part of it is an 
electro-magnet. Atomic particles are made to 

revolve within the magnetic 
MARVELS OF field, receiving at intervals 
THE CYCLOTRON an eliectrical “kick” which 


adds to their energy—much 


as a child’s swing gathers momentum with each 
push. In his original apparatus, using a huge 
electro magnet weighing 85 tons, Dr. Lawrence 
was able to accelerate the energy of the atomic 
bullets from 50,000 volts to 5,000,000 volts. 

Encouraged by the success achieved by this 
trial machine, Dr. Lawrence, with aid from the 
Rockefeller Foundation, the National Advisory 
Cancer Council and the Chemical Foundation, 
proceeded to build an apparatus with a magnet of 
60 inches, weighing 220 tons. The Cancer Coun- 
cil was interested because of the hope of attain- 
ing cheap radium. 

With an input of only 50 kilowatts to the 
radio-frequency oscillator, Dr. Lawrence was 
able to send cores of heavy hydrogen atoms 
(deuterons) hurling out of the cyclotron in a 
tremendous beam with energies of 16,000,000 
volts. The nuclei of helium atoms, weighing 
twice as much as the deuterons, came out with 
the unheard of energy of 32,000,000 volts.

Tremendous as these energies are, they are 
still not powerful enough to catapult through the 
primordial electrical barrier that guards the 
citadel of matter. Greater energy is required if 
the heavy atoms are to be shattered and re- 
moulded into desired transmutations. Hence the 

decision to build a Titan 
GOLD BY atom-smasher, capable of 
TRANSMUTATION breaking down the heavy 

atoms from which gold and 
radium and enormous power can be obtained. 
The projected machine will weigh over 2,000 
tons, and is estimated to cost $750,000. Its mag- 
net will measure ten feet in diameter. Owing to 
danger to human life from the power emana- 
tions, the machine will be built largely under- 
ground in some isolated spot. It will be operated 
from a distance by means of push-buttons. 

Discussing the subject before the National 
Academy of Science on Oct. 23, and disclosing 
results from his 220-ton cyclotron, Dr. Lawrence 
said “the time is past when the release of atomic 
energy and the transmutation of base metals into 
gold, is to be regarded as a mere dream, impos- 
sible of realization on a practical scale.” 

Even more alluring to the men of science 
than the ability to produce gold and radium and 
other precious elements by transmutation, is the 
expectation of discovering new facts about the 
universe, and the ability to tap inexhaustible 
sources of power in the universe. 


What is to happen with the gold standard 
and the gold reserves of the nations when gold 
will be capable of manufacture like aluminum? 
At the last report the U.S. Treasury had 
$17,010,033,770 in gold in its vaults—more than 
two thirds of the known stock of monetary gold 

in the world. Gold has held 
WHAT WiLL THE its place as a standard of 
OUTCOME BE? value by reason of its scar- 

city. What will happen when 
gold can be made as plentiful as copper? When 
any nation can fill its war-chest with gold at 
will? Obviously it cannot then maintain its 
artificlal value. Idle to say that some other and 
scarcer metal could be used. There will be no 
scarce metals when transmutation becomes an 
economic utility. Is Dr. Lawrence’s cylcotron, 
among its other great uses, to be the means of 
freeing mankind from its golden fetters and its 
consequent need of paper credit based on the 
shortage of gold? Some of us now living may 
yet see.

Canada’s War Aims 

Mr. King set forth with a clarity and em- 
phasis which cannot be too highly praised the 
terrible story of the Nazi rise to power in Ger- 
many. The immorality and the crimes that 
mark its path are now all too clearly seen. From 
its early days when Hitler and his inner circle 
waded through the blood of their own fellow- 
countrymen to establish their dominance in Ger- 
many itself, to these later days when their imme- 
diate aims had so clearly threatened the freedom 
and liberty of the whole of Europe, it was ap- 
parent that the Nazi movement contained every 
portent of war for the whole world, That war 
has now come, and it is the first duty of every 
citizen of the state to do what must be done to 
crush and destroy utterly and completely the 
regime which has brought this misery to all 
humanity. This has been realized in Canada, 
and Mr. King’s confidence in his fellow-Cana- 
dians that they will follow where he leads, no 
matter how hard the road, is not misplaced. Last 
Wednesday’s event in Quebec was a signal token 
of the determination of this country to unify and 
to intensify its war effort, Mr. King can make 
demands upon Canadians today in the secure 
knowledge that they will be met with unflinch- 
ing courage.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


All Over Again 


There is no doubt about the law and tradi- 
tion of the sea on the rights of neutral ships 
against a belligerent. Nothing except the safety 
of a belligerent vessel can justify it in sinking 
a neutral. The German war on neutrals is being 


conducted, according to the commander of one 
U-boat, under orders that neutral shipping may 
be destroyed “on the ground of destination.” But 
apart from capture, neutral vessels have been 
torpedoed when they were going from one neu- 
tral port to another with a neutra] cargo. They 
have been sunk though they made no attempt to 
resist the U-boat or escape. Thus far the Scan- 
dinavian countries have been the victims suffer- 
ing most, but Germany has destroyed ships of 
other nations and blared threats all over the 
world. She is raving again in the madness of 
1917, Then, as now, she believed that her bru- 
tality could frighten neutral shipping from the 
seas and terrify neutral countries into sacrificing 
their trade for her benefit. The lesson of the last 
war has to be taught her again. From the neu- 
tral governments comes no sign of submission, 
but stern protest and plans for self-protection. 
—Daily Telegraph and Morning Post (London). 


The Secret of Poise 


There are people who never seem hurried, 
yet who always arrive at their goal. They 
rarely appear flustered and are able to concen- 
trate deeply on the matter in hand. When they 
have work to do, they go at it in a calm, 
methodical way, and get it done. When they 
have leisure, they are not at a loss as to what to 
do with it. They possess presence of mind and 
are rarely caught off their guard in an emerg- 
ency. 

Of such people it is said that they have 
poise. It is an enviable quality and many con- 
jectures are made as to how this is attained. 
Alan Devoe, writing in the magazine Coronet, 
thinks it comes from knowing how to do nothing. 
In other words, knowing how to relax com- 
pletely. People who have achieved the art of 
relaxation enter what he calls “a world of peace 
and subtle awareness.” They find there hidden 
powers which both lull and energize the body 
and spirit. 

Few people, however, know how to be idle 
purposefully. Indeed, not many are able to be 
absolutely at rest either physically or mentally. 
Many have restless habits such as tapping their 
feet, drumming fingers on the table or knees, 
turning the head or eyes to see who is coming, 
or they hum or whistle while they putter around 
with their hands. Inside them is a tenseness 
which almost never relaxes. They feel impelled 
to rush about. They never allow the “battery” 
of their energies to become “recharged.” Yet 
the result of their efforts is often not as good as 
is the person's who is able to relax, to sit or lie 
down and give himself up to a period of quiet 
drifting, and just do nothing. The Buddhist calls

On This Date

Thirty years ago, on November 12, 1909 (re- 
ported in the daily newspapers of the 14th), Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier laid down the cardinal basis of 
what he thought to be the best policy of defence 
for Canada. He had poked fun at the disunity in 
the Conservative ranks on the naval question, 
with Quebec Tories on the one hand opposing 
action at al] and with the Roblin-Rogers-Toronto 
wing urging contribution by Canada to the Royal 
Navy, and then he said: 

“If the British Empire is to remain strong as 
it is today, it will not be by compelling the 
daughter nations to revolve as satellites around 
the mother country, but by allowing every 
daughter nation to develop herself to the fullest 
extent possible, so that it may add to the strength 
of the whole.” 

The House of Commons had on March 29 
preceding endorsed the principle of the creation 
of a Canadian naval force. This was followed 
the next year by the passage of the Naval Service 
bill, 1910; but even before that F. D. Monk, the 
leader of the French-Canadian Nationalists, had 
raised the question of Canada’s participation in 
empire wars; and in reply Sir Wilfrid made the 
categorical statement, which has been acted upon 
since by Mr. Borden and Mr, Mackenzie King: 

“Need I say that whether we have such a navy 
or not, we do not lose our right to self-govern- 
ment. If we have a navy that navy will go to no 
war unless the Parliament of Canada choose to 
send it.” 

The equality of status brought about by the 
Statute of Westminster has left no doubt as to 
Canada’s right to decide, but the above quotation 
makes it clear that such was the basis of the 
Laurier naval policy, which has been justified

The toxins producing neuritis are 
very similar to those producing 
rheumatism—if the rheumatic tox- 
ins accumulate around a muscle, 
they induce muscular rheumatism, 
but if they locate around a nerve, 
the resulting effect is called neur- 
itis.
